Plalotiffs in the case are seven former Black 
Panther Party mombers who survived the 
fusillade of over 1ÜÖ bullets poured inio the 
Westeide apartmont by the mattra ding poltee 
four of who m we re woundcd in the sssault 
— and the families of the two slain Party 
leaders. 

The defendanls are: the Fëderal Bureau of 
Investigalion {FBI): the Chicagn Polke Depuri- 
ment: fnrmer Cook Cnuntv Stft|e“s Attoniey 
Edward Hanrahan, onder whom ihe 14 raiding 
poheemen worked as members of an elite 
‘proseeutions" unit; ihree former Hanrahan 
assistants; and Wiliam O'NcüI, a Judas FBI 
informer who infiltraUd theChapter.

With these words, Dr, Frank 
Rundle. farmer ehief psychiatrist 
at Solcdnd Frison, beg&n his 
devastaling crilique of the Caü- 
fornia penyJ System's Adjustment 
Centers, those "priaons within a 
prison" which figure soheavily In 
the ongoing San Quentin 6 trial 
here, 

lt is Lhe conlention of the slx 
Black and Brown prison inmatea, 
partfcularly as expressed by 
asuite attorney Charles R. Gany 
in his defense of Black Fanther 
Party momber Johnny Larry 
Spain, that the "cesspool-like" 
conditïons within the notorious 
San Quentin Adjustment Center 
IAC.1 were One ofihc-museswhich 
sparked the deaths of three 
prison guards and three prison 
inmaieb — mdyding the aasassï- 
hation of Black Panther Party 
Field Marshal George Jackson — 
on August 21. 1971. 

Testifyïng as the first defonse 
witneffs ca lied by Brother Hugo 
Ptnell. Dr. Rundie, under close 
questiordng by attorney Garry, 
made these réin arks as to the 
psychological pressures con- 
tinuf^d eonfinement in the AC

Lee swore out charges against 
me. I don t know whv he delayed 
so long. perhaps because he was 
in Ihe hoapital for a few days. 
Mayhe he wa.% hesitant. He had 
l>een talking aboul gelting me. I 
know, but l also heard that his 
wife had urged him lo pross 
chargea instead,. 

To me. he was nol Ihc kind of 
charucter who would go to the 
pfdice, 1 saw him as a guy who 
w-nutd rather look for me himself 
and deal rïght there. When ho 
sent word Lbat hc af ter me, 1 

starled parking n gim. Inslead. I 
was arrested at niv house on n 

*r 

warrant and indicted for assault 
with ei dèadly w’eapon. After I 
plcaded nol guilty, it went lo a 
jury trial. I defendod myself 
again. 

F OU ND GUÏLTY 

I was found guilly as charged r 
but only because 1 lacked a jury of 
my peers. My defense was based 
on the grounds thal I was not 
guilty, either by White law or by 
the culture of the Black commu- 
nlty. \ did not deny thal I stabbed 
Ode]] Lee — I ad mi Led il — bul 
the 3aw r says that when One sees 
or foets he is in imminent danger 
of great bodïly harm or death, he 
may use whetever force neces- 
sary to defend himself. ]f he killg 
his assaiiant, the homieide h 
justified, 

This sectio» of the Caüfornla 
penal code is atmost inipo$£ibk J 
for u man to defend himseJf 
onder unless he is a part of the 
oppressor class. The oppressod 
have no chanee, for pcopie who 
wit on juries always think you 
roiild have picked anolher means 
of defense, They cannol see or 
understand the danger, 

A jur>^ nf my peera would have 
understnod the situation and 
exonerated me. Bui ihe jurors in 
Abmeda County coma out of big 
houses in the hills to pass 
judgement on the people whom 
they feel threaten their "peace " 
When these people see a scar on 
the face of a man on the hlock, 
they have no unders tan ding of ita 
sym boJiam. 

Ode]I iiêe got on the stand and 
ssiid that his scar resultëd from an 



ficcaiino af our unjust judlcial s ystem the hve$ of many Black and paor 
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automobile accident, ll may wel! 
have. But lakitig everything in 
context — hi>; behavior at the 
party, the move toward his left 
hip, and his scar — my peers 
would oever haveconvicted me. 

Hobby Seale explaïns it hrïlli- 
antly in Seizo the Time: you may 
go lo a party and step on 
somenne's shoes and apölogize, 
and if the person accepts the 
apolngy. then not hing happens. If 
you liear Knmething like "An 
apolngy wuti'l shine my shots,"’ 
Litt-n you know he js rfu]Jy saying, 
"T’m going to fight you.” So you 
defend yourseif, and in thal case 
striking firsi, would bea defensive 
act, not an offensive one, You are 
trying get an advantage over 
an opponent who bas already 
declared war 

Il is ail a matter of lïfe stylos 
that sptlls over into the problem 
of getting a jury of nnd's peers. If 
a truck driver is the riefendant, 
slmuld there be only truck drivers 
on the jury, nr a!l White racisLs on 
lh e j u ry if a VS'hite racist is on tria 3 ? 
I say no, 

'I here ts, nevertheless, an 
internal contradLcLiun in a jury 
system thal lotaliy divides the 
accused and his jury. Different 
cultures and life sLyles in America 
u®e the same wnrds with different 
shades of meaniïig All belong to 
one society yet live in different 
woridSt 

1 was found gnilty of o feiony, 
assault with a dearily weapon, 
and faced a long jail senlence for 
the firat time. Before and during 
the trial, t had been out on bail for 
several months. J came Lo court 
each time I was supposed to, hut 
when I was convicted, the judge 
decided to revolte rnv bail imnie- 
diately and place me in custody of 
the baillff while he conaidered 
what aenlencG to impose, 

Wantüig none of this, 1 de- 
manded a sentetice right then. 
The judge said that If hc 
sentenced me Lhen 1 would be 


sent lo the sute pènitenliary. I 
told him to send me there 
immediateiy sc that l could start 
serving my (ime . 

He refuaed, asking me. Dn 
you reali/e what you’re saying? I 
said, T know what 1'm saying, 
that ynu found me guiity. But I 
aiu not guiity, and nów 1 don’l 
want to walt around a month 
serving dead time while you think 
about it.

No time was dead Lu me. It. weis 
all live linie, life. J feil that if the 
judge wanted to think about it for 
thirty days, he s hou ld let me stay 
out nn bail while he did so . But he 
would not. He had me confined t<> 
the Alameda County Jail r a place 
1 would gel to know well — very 
weU, 

While I was w r aitiiig, my famiJy 
hired a lawyer to represenL me 
at the senteneïng. The judge ivys 
u man named Loonard Dleden. 
who did not give inwyers, much 
lóss defendants, any respect , He 
has sent so many people to the 
pènitenliary Ihai a seetïon of San 
QuenLin is called "Dieden's 
Row." I w r as against my family 
hiring a lawyer bècause I feit it 
was useteas. Nevertheless, tbey 
did, and he charged Ihem S1,500 
to go to court one timo, When I 
arrived for sontencing, he was 
there, and he worked hïs "white 
magie' : the judge sentenced me 
to six months in the county jail. 

Even though 1 had been 
convicted of a feiony, the time 
they gave mc was for a misdo- 


meanor. This was lo becume a 
critica] issue in my later capita! 
trial, because the luw says you 
can redüce a fdony Lo a misdA' 
mennor by servmg less time T 1 
penalty lor a feiony is no lesa ih 
a year in the aiate penitontiai 
and rui more than a life semonce 
or death For a misdemeanor 
maximum is one year ui the 
county ja il.
